MORTGAGE WAS BURNED 



Many Bams were Burned or Blown Down 
' and Several People Met Death or 
Serious Injury 
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Although indic^tloni Tuesday after- 
noon pointed to a severe atorm, Antl- 
och and vicinity received Very little 
rain, and as far as can be ascertained 
no damage at all resulted either frcm 
whid or lightning Other places how- 
ever were not so fortunate, for while a 
much needed rain fell it was. accom' 
panied with damages far mbre serious 
than the drougth. 

A number of deaths are reported 
caused by falling trees and timbers and 
also by lightning striking bams !n 
which refuge had been taken. 

At Woodstock the storm did great 
damage* For many hours there was 
no communication between thd stricken 
city ond ^the outride world. About 9 
o'clock one telephone line was opened. 
It was learned that tr^es, awnings and 
signs had been blown downi telegraph 
and telephone wires were broken, and 
chimneys toppled over. Frank O^Leary 
a farmer six mites west of Woodstock, 
was struck by lightning and killed and 
several barns were destroyed. . Em 
ployes of the Oliver Typewriter com- 
^, "'mny fled from the building when iho 
^vater tower at the plant was blown 
"Mown. ■ 

From Woodstock the storm circled 
back striking Elgin. Five thousand 
trees were uprooted, and for several 
, hours all trafTic along many streets was 
at a standstill. An electric light tower 
100 feet tall, standing in the campus of 
theplgin Academy, was blown over. 

Acomer of the roof of the three 
story building at 10 Gro've avenue, oc- 
cupied by I. Cohlen & Co., dry goods, 
was ripped off and the contents of up- 
per floors blown into the street. Rain, 
which drenched the remaining contents 
of the building and flooded a reserved 
stock in the basement, caused an esti- 
mated damage of aboV.t $6,000. 

At Marengo trees were blown down, 
crashing Into roofs and damaging pro- 
perty to the extent of several thousand 
dollars. 

Probably thegreaterftnancial loss will 
fall upon the farmers. For many weeks 
they-haye watched their flelds shrivel 
in the heat and every cloud which held 
promises of rain was welcomed. When 
theatorm did come it came with such 
violence that flelds of corn, wheat, oats 
and other small grains were totally dc 
stroyed. What the wind and rain left 
behind them in their path of destruc* 
lion the hail" which followed demoUshpd.

The pipe organ recital last Saturday 
evening turned out to be all that had 
been previously claimed for It, and all 
who were present were highly satlsfled 
with the entire program.

Later 
on, mainly through the efforts of the 
Ladies Aid, the debt was reduced to 
three hundred dollars, and there it 
seemed to be anchored until this spring 
when Rev. Stixrud made it generally 
known that iii order to secure an ap- 
t)ropriatIon from Mr. Carnegie for the 
new pipe organ, this debt must first.be 
cleared. 

' The two causes .were combine'd and 
the necessary funds were soon raised, 
and now the church not only feels just- 
ly proud of its new organ, but It Is 
happy In the knowledge that It has no 
debts to face. For at the beginning 
of the program Saturday evening all 
had the satisfaction of seeing the 
mortgage turned to ashes as the audi- 
ence stood and sang "Thank God From 
Whom All Blessings Flow," 

Sunday morning the organ was form- 
ally dedicated by District Superintend- 
ent Dr. Leseman.

Llhertyville and North Chicago wo- 
men Saturday took advantage for the 
first time of the new Illinois suffrage 
law and aided in carrying two bond 
issues in the two villages. 

In Llhertyville they voted on the 
question of raising ?10,000 in bonds to 
erect a village hall. Thirty-four women 
voted for and 63 against, the vote thus 
being 126 for and 86 agsinst 

Mrs. Wayne Colby was the first voter 
to seek a ballot, several men stepping 
aside to give her precedence. Several 
young women who sought to vote were 
refused they were too young. 

In Notrh Chicago 50 women voted 
for and 20 against and 60 men voted 
for and 49 against the question of issu- 
ing $35,000 bonds for buying a site and 
erecting a new central school. Inter- 
est was keen and as in LibertyvHIe 
many of the beat women of the com- 
munity voted. 

Singularly the majority in the two 
elections was the same— just 41, This 
is a rather unusual coincident, one 
which will be recalled in future years 
in connection with the fact that at the 
first election in the state under the 
new sufi'rage law the majority in the 
two Lake county villages was exactly 
the same. 

The fact that the total of the wo- 
men's vote in North Chicago and Llh- 
ertyville corresponded proportionately 
with that of the men, indicted to some 
that the wlyes voted as their husbands 
wished them, in other words, that they 
voted just like their husbands, the un- 
married women alone casting an inde- 1 
pendent vote. , The women stoutly 
deny this to be the case. 

Chicago papers said Sunday that 
while Mrs. Colby of LibertyvHIe. was 
casting the first ballot of any women in 
Illinois her husband, a well known man 
was at home doing the family washing. 
One paper^prihted a picture showing 
Mr. Colby hanging out the washing, 

"I'm a very happy woman to have 
had this opportunity," said Mrs. Colby 
when she had hurried back to her home 
a few minutes after she had let the 
little slip of paper with her vote fall 
into the ballot box hitherto held sacred 
to the 400 male voters of the village.

Bulta of which, ho alleged, was that 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the late E. H. 
Harrlroan amaaaed enormous fortunea. 
Denlala by Congresamen Sherley of 
Kentucky, Calder of New York, Webb 
ot North Carolina, and Bartholdt of 
Missouri on the Iloor of the house of 
representatives that they had had any 
connection whatsoever with or that 
they had been controlled or Influenced 
In the Bllghteat degree by the National 
Aaaoclatlon of Manufacturers or Its 
agents. 

Demands by tbeao congressmen and 
others for an Immediate Investigation 
of the Mulhall revelations by a Bpe- 
clal committee to be created by the 
house. 

Uofcrenco of these several resolu- 
tions to the committee on rules, with 
Instructions to report a comprehen- 
Blve resolution on Saturday next call- 
ing for a thorough Investigation of 
all lobbying operations directed on 
membera of the house. 

Witness Enjoys Own Tale. 
Lamar, or -whatever hla real name 
may bo (and the committee proposes 
to force him to reveal It before he la 
finally excused), deserves study by 
psychological experts. As If ho were 
telling a Joke the whole country would 
relish he amlllngly related Ms tele- 
phone convoraations with presidents 
ot and counsel for the Union Pacific 
Railroad company, tho Standard Oil 
company, the United Cigars company, 
and others, all dealgned to bring about 
the employment of Lauterbach aa 
their legislative agent. 

At one time he aald he was Con- 
gresaman Palmer, at another Con- 
gressman Riordan. Again ho was 
Chairman McComba ot the national 
Democratic committee endeavoring to 
make an arrangement with Chairman 
Hillcs of the Republican party to 
benefit through pressure on senators 
an* congreasraen the Interests with 
which Illllea now la associated. 

He Impersonated so many congress- 
men that he could not remember them 

all. 

■ ClalmB He Aided Public. 

His sole motive, he c4alqied,''waa to 
impress the big flnanclera with tho 
ability of his friend Lauterbach. Nor 
waa Mr. Lauterbach the sole benefi- 
ciary of hla philanthropic conduct. 
Tho American people, he declared, 
•were heavily In his debt, for ho had 
saved them the tidy little aum of $30,- 
OUO.OOO in connection with the reorgan- 
ization of the Union Pacific In 1897« 
For this patriotic act he said that he 
and tho late Russell Sage, with whom 
he co-operated, were denounced aa 
a "pair ot conaclencelesa blackmail- 
ers." 

But thlB waa not all of Mr. Lamar'a 
dlaintercsted service for othera. He 
told how Jamea R. Keone and hla son- 
in-law and aome friends acquired ?42.- 
000,000 of tho stock of the Union Pa- 
cific, how he took measurea to save 
them. 

He told how "the golden moment" 
for which ho waa working arrived, and 
how Mr. Keeno failed to graap It 
when'he told him to do so. with the 
result that Keene lost tho greater 
part of hla fortune, and the firm of 
which Keene's aon-In-law was Uie head 
was forced. to suapentt. 

Tells of "War" on Lauterbach. 
And then, touchingly, he deacrlbfid 
how J. Plerpont Morgan, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co.. and E. H, Harrlman, forced Into 
conaolidatlon of their Intereata by the 
panic of 1907, determined to Btarve 
Mr. Lauterbach out In the practice ot 
his proteaalon and bring about hla ob- 
traclsm'trom the businesB and 'profes- 
sional world. 

The price of the withdrawal of their 
opposition was that Lauterbach should 
have nothing further to do with the 
wltncBB, Lamar. Magnanimously La- 
mar offered to release Lauterbach, but 
tho latter magnanimously refused.

Tells of Phono Talks. 
"As tho result ot the panic of 1907," 
Bald Lamar. "Harrlman, Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co.. the National City bank, and 
Morgan & Co. became bound together 
as with an Iron band." 

"For the purpose of doing my trlond« 
Lauterbach, a service," ho said, "and 
to restore him to hla former friendly 
relation with Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Jacob 
Scblff and the Union Paclfio officials. 
and others, did have conversaUona 
with Union Pacific ofllclals, and In 
those conversations I did use tho 
names ot other persona. But there waa 
no Buggestlon of a fee to Mr. Lauter- 
bach. On the strength of thcao tele- 
phone messages Mr. I-ovett came here 
and charged that Edward Lauterbach 
had tried to blackmail him." 

The Lauterbach incident, added, 
"paled into insignificance," compared 
with an $82,000,000 forgery which ho 
alleged was committed on the Union 
Pacific books In 1901. 

"I don't know who did it." aald La^ 
mar. "the chairman of the board or 
tho ofilco boy, but I do know this $82,- 
000,000 was tho fulcrum which enabled 
Harrlman and Kuhn. Loeb & Co. to 
gain control of these corporations." 
Telia Story of "Forgery." 
He deacribcd a double entry of $82^ 
000.000 representing aecuritlca tha 
Union Pacific assumed In taking over 
the Oregon Short Line and the Orff- 
gon Railway and Navigation company. 
The Items, ho aald. were carried in 
tho "confioUdated balance Bhect" of 
tho Union Pacific June 30. 1900, but 
between that time and June 30, 1901, 
he alleged, some one had erased tho 
$82,000,000 item from one side ot tho 
ledger, leaving it aa a credit balance 
on the other aide. 

"They took all the securities ot tho 
Oregon Short Line and the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation." he aald, 
"arid used them aa security for an Is- 
sue of bonds. They got that monet 
and used It to finance the deal for tho 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
transactlona and the flotation of Great 
Northern Ore properties, which they 
Bold out at an enormoua profit." 

Later, Lamar alleged, tho principals 
In the transaction wont to Kuhn. Loeb 
& Co. and secretly got nearly $200.- 
000.000, which he believed waa for 
their own use. 

Denial Made by Cravath. 
Immediately after Lamar had fin- 
ished thlB phase ot the story, Paul D. 
Cravath of counsel for tho Union Pa- 
cific railroad put In this reply: 

"In view of the statement regard- 
ing the account M tho Union Pacific 
Railroad company which David lAmar 
has gone out of his way to make be- 
fore this committee, and, Inasmuqh as 
persona not familiar with David Ia- 
mar'B character, who may read this 
Btatemont In the newapapera. may be 
mlaled thereby. I deem It my duty to 
make the following atatement for tho 
records of tho committee: 

"For aevciral days persons con- 
nected with the Union Pacific Rail- 
road company have been ' In- 
formed that an effort was being mnae 
to circulate and secure publication of. 
a prepared atorj- about an alleged 
falsification of tho accounts of tho 
Union Pacific company Involving 
$70,000,000 or $80,000,000 ot Ita sur- 
plus... 

"We wore informed, In substanco. 
that this story was so palpably false 
and scandalous and bo plainly offered 
for an Improper purpose, that tho 
newspapers would not publish it. In- 
formation then came that tho story 
would soon be made public In such a 
way that the newspapers would have 
to publlah it. 

"U now appeara that the medium 
for the publication ot this story waa 
to bo thia man thivld Lamar, who has 
confessed hlmaelt to bo tho moat un- 
conscionable ot liars ot modern 
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The mayor of Newport, at tho BoUcitutlon of tho Civic league, .has 
pointed two policewomen whoso uniform consists ot a bluo blouse, bluo 
Irt and straw hat. Their duties consist mainly in patrolling the beach 
tching for "maahere."

Gettyaburg, Pa., July 4.— National 
day in the Beml-centennlal celebration 
ot the Battlo of Gettysburg was made 
especially notable by an address de- 
livered by President "Woodrow Wilson. 
In his audience were many thousands 
of the veterans who fought In the 
great battlo, as well as a great throng 
of other TlsItorB. 
The prealdent's address follower 
Friends and Fellow Citizens: I need 
not tell you what the battle of Gettys- 
burg meant. These gallant men In 
blue and gray sit all about us here. 
Many of them mot here upon this 
ground In grim and deadly atruggle. 
Upon theso famous flelds and hillsides 
their comrades died about them. In 
their presence It were an Impertinence 
to discourse upon how the battlo went, 
how It ended, what It BlgniHcd! But 
50 years have- gone by since tl/en and 
I cravo the privilege of speaking to 
you for a tew minutes of what those 
50 years have meant. 

What have they meant? They havo 
meant peaco and union and vigor, and 
the maturity and might ot a great na- 
tion. How wholesome and healing the 
peaco has been! Wo have found one 
another again as brothers and com* 
radels In arms, enemies no. longer, gen- 
erous friends rather, our battles long 
post, the quarrel forgotten — except 
that we Bhall not forgot the splendid 
valor, the manly devotion of the men 
then arrayed against one another, now 
grasping handa and Bmillng Into each 
other's eyes. How complete the union 
has become and how dear to all of us, 
how .unquestioned, how benign and 
majestic, as state after Btato haa been 
added to this great family of free 
meni How handsome tho vigor, the 
maturity, the might of. the great na- 
tlpn wo love with undivided hearts; 
how full of largo and confident prom- 
li3o that a life will be wrought out 
that wlU.crowri Its strength with gra- 
cious Justice and a happy welfare that 
will touch all aliko with deep content- 
ment! We are debtors to those 60 
crowded years; they h*ave made us 
helra to a mighty heritage. 

Nation Not Finished. 
But do wo deem tho nation com- 
pleto and finished? These venerable 
men crowding hero to this famous 
field havo set us a great example of 
devotion and utter sacriflce. They 
wero VftlUng to die that the people 
might live. But their task Is done. 
Their day le turned Into evening. They 
look to UB to perfect what they estab- 
lished. Their work Is handed on to 
us, to be done In another way hut not 
In another spirit. Our day Is not over; 
it is upon UB In full tide. 

Have affaire paused? Does the 
nation stand atill? Is }t what the 50 
years have wrought since those daya 
of battle flnlshed, rounded out; and 
completed? Hero la a great people, 
great with every force that has ever 
beaten- in the life blood of mankind. 
And it is eecure. There Is no one 
within Its borderai there is lio 
power among the nations of tho earth, 
to make It afraid. > But has It yet 
squared itself wUli its own great 
standards set up at Its birth, when It 
made that first noble, naive appeal to 
tho moral Judgment ^of mankind to 
take notico that a government had 
now at, last been, established whlcn 
waa to servo men, hot mastera? It'U 
6 ecu ra in pvcrytblhg except the satis* 
faction that Us life Is right, adjusted 
to the "Uttermost to the standards of 
righteousneBB and - humanity. The 
day's of sticrifibo rand . cleansing are 
not closed. We have harder things 
to do than were done In the ,her01c 
days ot , war, becauee harder to >ea 



clearly, requiring moro vision, mors 
calm balance of Judgment, a mora 
candid searching ot the very spring* 
ot right. 

Tribute to Their Valor. 
Look around you upon the field of 
GettyBburg! Picture the array, tho 
fierce heats and agony of battle, col- 
umn hurled against column, batterj 
bellowing to battery I Valor? Yes!' 
Greater no man shall see In war; and' 
self-sacrifice, ;ind loss to the utter-< 
most; the high rccklessnesB of exaltn 
ed devotion which does not count thai 
cost. We are made by these tragIo,| 
epic things to know what It costs to< 
make a nation — the blood and sacrl-i 
flee of multitudes of unknown men) 
lifted to a"great.atature in the vlewt 
of all generations by knowing no Umltl 
to their manly willingness to serve. 
In armies thus marshakid from the- 
ranks of free men you will see, as it 
were, a nation embattled, the leaders 
and the led, and may know, If you 
will, how little except In' form lt» 
action differs In days ot peace from, 
its action in days of war. 

May we break bamp now and be at 
ease? Are the forces that fight for tho 
Nation dispersed, dlabanded, gono to 
their homes forgetful of the common 
cause? Are our forces disorganized, , 
without constituted leaders and the 
might of men consciously united be-, 
cause wo contend, not with armies, but 
with principalities and powers anfl 
wickednesB in high places.

Does our unlcju 
mean Bympathy» our peace content- 
ment, our vigor right action, our ma- 
turity aelf-comprehenslon and a clear 
confidence In choosing what we shall 
do? War fitted us lor action, and no- 
tion never ceases.

spect for the follngs of tho people who 
live in tho nelghborhowl. Where pos- 
sible the children are Invited to go to 
church, after which they take walks, 
go in bathing, read, tell atoriea. etc. 
Usually a Bong aervlce of a more or 
IcBB rellgloua nature Is held In the 
evening. Often one of tho dlrectora 
dellvera an address In tho main hall 
of the camp. 

Some of tho Influences that are 
brought forcibly to bear upon the 
youtha are those which put a premium 
on honor, truth, patience, generoalty. 
forgiveneaa, uflefulncss. pollteucBB, 
aturdlnesB, pluck and tho like. A 
camper who Is lacking In any of these 
qualltloa la soon made to feel the 
need of them, greatly to hla benefit. 
It docs a hoy a world of good to mix 
with a lot of other boys of hlB own 
age. observing, aa he usually will, 
their good traits, and bad traits. 

The educational advantages of camp 
life are only leas Important than are 
the moral advantages. For the most 
part the school hooka are cloaod. but 
nature Is wide open. Book knowledge 
la of great value, hut practical knowl- 
edge la often of more value. 

In camp boys often got their first 
practical knowledge of money values. 
Here first th'oy manage their own al- 
lowances and learn what It la to go 
broke till tho next allowance Is dis- 
tributed. They aften compote with 
tho native boya of the village In their 
KffortB to earn small sums of money 
to tide them over or to enable them 
to buy coveted treaaurea. This is a 
very good, experience for any boy. 

I have noticed that during the sec- 
ond year at camp a boy takes better 
care of hla things than he does during 
tho first year.,^ This may bo duo to 
the factythat near tho end or the first 
aeaaon Mb clothed, especially hla 
trousers, were In bad condition, duo 
to careleBanoss, and aa no new onea 
were forthcoming, tho lad became 
more or less aelf-conacloua about hla 
appearance, greatly to tho delight of 
his companions. Sometimes a boy'B 
ahoes go wrong, and the parent, know- 
ing where the fault Is, makes him get 
on the best ho can till he reaches 

home. . '
